If there is anything in "signs," the forthcoming two days' con- 
tention of Indiana temperance forces at Indianapolis, and the later 
assembling there of the national conventions of the Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance union and the Anti-Saloon league forecasts the 
fact that the temperance forces have selected Indiana as an early 
battleground on the liquor question. There will be a change in the 
method of attack, as well, for there is no disposition to waste either 
time or energy quibbling over whether the unit shall be the county, 
the town or the township. Nothing less than state-wide elimination 
of liquor will be accepted in the new plans of the temperance forces, 
and there is a well-grounded belief that as a matter of fact a vote 
this minute would show a majority of Indiana voters lined up on the 
" d r y " side of the question. 


Some idea of the present status caji be summed up in the state- 
ment that in Indiana thirty-three counties are now entirely dry and 
twenty-five other counties are wet in only one spot. 
Forty-seven 
cities have voted out tiie saloons and ilfty-iour coupty seats are dry. 
It is estimated that 85 per cent, of the state's area is under prohibi- 
tion and 65 per cent, of the state's population live 3n dry territory. 


Temperance forces have scored many victories in local option 
elections this year. The following cities have changed from wet to 
dry: 
Martins\dlle, V^edersburg, ftoshen, Attica, Hartford City, 
]\Iontpelier and Ja,sonville. 
The towns of Shelbum, Farmersburg, 
Culver, Laurel, Bass Lake, Brownsburg and North Terre Haute, also 
voted dry. A total of 120 saloons have been put out of business as a 
result of elections held this year. 
On' the other hand the wet forces 
have made gains in only two places, the city of Covington changed 
from dry to wet and five saloons were re-opened. Center township, 
outside the city of MUrion, voted wet, opening four saloons.

In the selection of Evan B. Stotzenburg, of new Albany, as at- 
tomey general of Indiana to succeed the late Richard M. Milbum, 
Governor Ralston has chosen not only a lawyer of ability, but a man 
who has been rather conspicuous in public affairs in Indiana for 
some years. Mr. Stotzenburg has served repeatedly in the state leg- 
islature, and has been recognized as a leader there. It was he who 
introduced the proposed Stozenburg amendments which came to be 
knoAvn as the "Tom Marshall plan" for amending and revising the 
state constitution which came to grief in the upper courts.

Did Not Know Money Standards. 
"In the old days," continued the ter- 
ror of counterfeiters, and others 
who 
break federal 
statutes, "we did n o t 
know Nvhat a money standard 
meant. 
Our circulation medium, money, was not 
issued until the beginning of the civil 
war and jirior t o t h a t time, the country 
was a t t h e mercy of m a n y 
wildcat 
banking 
institutions. 


'And what a bnnoh f)f wildcats they 
were! 
The amount of their issues de- 
pended on their 
ability t o pay their 
printers, with t h e result t h a t a large 
amount r>f the money issued was worth- 
less. 
The bills in circulation a t t h a t 
time differed in color, size, denomination 
and value t o such an ext<!nt the busi- 
ness man was compelled to carry with 
him a pamphlet, issued monthly, which 
showed the value of money. 


"It was quite a task for tho business 
mnA t o refer every few minutes t o t h a t 
book to learn the value of the bills ho 
had in his possession. 
Such bills varied 
in value from 00 cents. on the dollar 
down to 15 cents, and, in m a n y instances, 
they were w o r t h i e s , a s the bank which 
issued thefn f a i l e ^ a f t e r w a r d . In many 
instances t h e rating appearing in t h e 


was 
inaccurate one week 
pamphlets 
later. 


printed Only on One Side, 


"In those daj's the notes were printed 
only on one side, with brown and red 
the predominating colors. 
As t o adorn- 
ments, such as pictures, t h a t rested with 
tlie ideas and tastes of those who issued 
them. 
On many appeared the picture of 
a safe with a dog lying in front of tho 
door, while on others there appeared a 
train wiili a steamboat in the rear. The 
latter was decidedly characteristic of tho 
south. and in many instances, a negro or 
two with a sickle and an a r m f u l of grain 
was addwi." 


"I will have t o admit," he said, " t h a t 
ii was good iw^)]icy t o get rid of those 
bills just a s quickly a s possible. 
They 
deteriorated so rapidly t h a t a note worth 
i)f) cents on the dollar in t h e morning 
was liable t o bo worth about 15 cents 
t h a t evening. 


"Hut even a t that, there were several 
stable banks in the country, among these 
being the state banking institutions. Of 
the latter, t h e S t a t e Bank of Indiana 
was 
prominent. 
This bank had 
bead- 
quarters in Indianapolis, with branch in- 
stitutions 
thioughout t h e state. I t s 
bills were always in demand as they 
were negotiable a t par value 
a t any 
time. 


Government Notes Issued. 


"When the civil war broke out, t h e 
government found itself in poor condi- 
tion to issue notes with which t o meet 
such a heavy expense, but in July, 1861, 
an 
issue of demand 
notes was 
made. 
Other similar issues have been made un- 
til, a t present, there are- five different 
kinds of notes issued by tho govern-» 
ment. 


"The 
first 
United States n o t i s 
were 
issued February 25, 1862, tho 
United 
States treasury 
notes; a f t e r that, t h e 
national 
bank 
note, t h e first being a 
$10 note on the First National Bank a t 
Washington, 
December 21, 1803; 
then 
the gold certificates on July 
12, 1882; 
then the silver certificates on August 4, 
1880. 
lentil t w o years 
ago t h e gold 
certificates were issued in a minimum 
amount of $10, biufe'now $5 gold certi- 
ficates 
appear. 
These are printed on 
green paper but have gold backs.

Silk Threads in Pape. 
"Among other peculiarities, this paper 
has a number of silk threads distributed 
through it, which are to bo seen plainly. 
Prior t o 1809, th« bills were printed on 
plain note paper, a f t e r which the gov- 
ernment 
began t o use a green 
fiber 
which was run lengthways through the 
paper, and which was called 
Wilcox. 
This method was continued until 1878. 
v.hen the present style, called the Crane 
system, wns adopted. A t first the gov- 
ernment bills were printed by cpntract 
by t h e American Bank Xote 
company 
and the New York BfCnk Note comjiany, 
a f t e r which the bureau of printing and 
engraving was started a t Washington. 


"This bureau is the largest institujion 
of its kind iit the world. 
It employs 
about l,n0O men and about 2,100 women, 
but the much needed addition, now in 
course of construction a t a cost of •'?2.- 
500,000, will increase the floor space t o 
about fifteen acres, ancf give employment 
t o 
many 
additioiuil 
men and women. 
One and a quarter million bills. United 
States notes, gold and silver eortificates 
and national bank notes are printed each 
day. 
These have a vabie of $.-,.000,000. 
weigh two tons, and if laid fiat would 
cover five acres of ground. 
Tf placeil 
end t o end they would e.vtend 140 miles. 


"The government issue soon drove to 
the wall all privat'^ bajiks, as the people 
found t h a t the government money 
was 
always worth 
face value. 
In fact, to 
hasten the end of such wiMcat issue.«, 
the government placed a 10 per cent, 
tax on all private issues. 
Subsequently 
to this move, the government sought to 
jirotect the inexperienced an<l ignorant 
people by prohibiting t h e use of any 
imitation of money for advertisnig pur- 
poses. 
This law is now being rigidly en- 
forced. ' 


Spanish Mill Dollar Unit. 


"The 
first 
unit of circulation in t h e 
I'nited States was tho Spanish mill dol- 
lar, used as legal tender until 1702. when 
the mint a t Philadelphia was established 
b y act of the congress. 


"The first coin prodxiced b y the gov- 
ernment 
bore t h e picture^, of 
TJeorge 
Washington, which was made by an en- 
graver, Peter 
Hetz, of Lancaster, Pa., 
in 1792. - T.ater it was decided t o p u t a 
picture of liberty on the coin. It was 
decided t h a t liberty should be an ideal 
American woman with fiowing hair, and 
on the early dollars such a picture ap- 
peared. 
B u t t h e frequent clianges of 
money* brought changes of design and in 
the many changes of money, it might 
be interesting t o note there have been 
issued just 
kinds of iiO-ccnt pieces. 


"In 
1878 (ieorge T. Morgan, an en- 
graver, prevailed on Miss Anna Williams, 
of Philadelphia, to sit for a profile pic- 
ture. and since t h a t date the picture of 
IMiss Williams has appeared on every 
American dollar coined. 
The picture on 
the $5 note is t h a t of the famous Tnjbin 
chief. One Father, while the picture ap- 
pearing on tlie penny, 
popularly 
sup- 
posed t o be an Indian) is t h a t of Saran 
Longacre Keen, tho daughter of an en- 
graver 
employed a t t h e Philadelphia 
mint. 
The Indian headdress was 
bor- 
rowed for*the occasion. 


Fallacy Plays a Part. 
"When it comes to detecting counter- 
feit money, fallacy plays a most prom- 
inent part. 
For instance, in the case 
of counterfeit 
bills, many think 
they 
can detect the worthless ones by the silk 
threads which should appear. 
That is a 
poor idea, as many counterfeits now use 
as much silk as the government and, in 
some instances, they use more. 
And, on 
the other hand, the governments does not 
use Bilk in all its bills. 
Those bearing 
th« spiked seal^have no silk at all. 


"Another fallacy is to toll a good coin 
by its ting, especially so when "a num- 
ber of our good coins have no ring and 
a number of the bad ones have. 
Tl»e 
ring is caused by a number of minute 
crystals in tho inside of the coin, but 
during the manufacture of the coin, a 
heavy blow might mar the crystals and 
the ring is then not perceptible. 
Intense 
heat will also destroy such crystals, but 
the coins arc passed by the 
inspector 
when the required weight is produced. 


First Coins Had Smooth Edge. 
' "The first coins bore smooth edges but 
this was^soon done away with as it,was 
.too-easy'io, scrape a small amount from 
each. ¿oiii'^And thereby, defraud the govr 


by a process 
known a s reading, hut 
more commonly called milling. 
The ring 
about the rim on the inside of tho dol- 
lar was made high so as to protect the 
engraving. 
Our silver dollars are mud.^ 
nine parts silver and one part tin, while 
the gold dollar is made of nine part.s 
gold and one part of allf)y of silver and 
copper. 
Incidentally, no American dol- 
lars have been coincd since 1004. 


'•After the establishment of the mint 
at Philadelphia, other mints were put in 
a t San 1-Vanci.sco, New Orleans and Den- 
ver. 
In 183.-) mints 
v.orc started a t 
Dahlenega, (ia.. and Charlotte. X. C., 
where gold had been fo;md and where 
it was coined without farther shipment. 
Many private 
parties, otiier than t h e 
governuiont, 
were 
authorized to coin 
money, and, in California, nuuiy coins 
were made which are now in circula- 
tion. 


Branch Mints Started, 
""^^"hen the ('onffderat.>s 
confiscated 
the miiits in New Orlean.'i, Oenrgia and 
North 
Carolina, they n o t only 
coined 
money for the go\prnment, but also for 
private use.

Tests. 
"And now," said Captain Halls, as be 
picked U{> a good looking dollar, which 
was worth onl.v a trip to a penitentiary, 
"if you wish to exfierimeut ou govern- 
ment money, or on what you think is 
counterfeit, 
here 
is the government 
formula: 


"Test for gold coins: Six and one-half 
drams of strong nitric acid, one qiuirter 
dram or fifteen drops of muriatic acid 
and five drams of water. 
This will cor- 
rode or oat other metals, except genu- 
ine gold coins, on which it will have no 
eiTect. 


"Test for silver coins: 
Twenty-four 
grains of nitrate of silver, thirty 
drops 
of nitric, acid and one ounce of water. 
One drop o t this solution placed on a 
counterfeit coin will instantly 
turn it 
black, 
but will have no efFect on a gcn- 
niTie coin."

the Italian liner Ancona were compelled 
to seek safety in the boats while the 
steamer was subjected to a cannonade 
from an Austrian submarine 
according 
to a graphic story of the sea tragedy 
told by 
Dr. Gerrel, of 
Xew York, ^o 
the Havas representative at 
Ferryville. 
The 
American 
woman 
escaped 
only 
through her ability as a gymnast. 
She 
tried vainly to 
find 
a 
place in 
two 
boats but there was no room for her. 
She saved herself by dropping from the 
deck into a launch which already was 
in 
the sea. 
Her maid was killed in 
their cabin by a gun shot. 


I)r. Gerrel's story indicates that the 
torpedo which sent the Ancona to the 
bottom was not fired until the 
steam 
er had been riddled by shots from the 
guns of the 
submarine. 


The Woman's Story. 


"I was in the diningroom of the 
first 
class passengers/' Dr. Gerrel is quoted 
as saying,' "chatting with some of 
the 
voyagers when we heard the report of 
a cannon. 
There was great excitement 
on deck and men were running here and 
there. 
I asked the ships doctor 
what 
was happening and he replied that he 
did not know. 
Then I went on deck 
raysplf. 


'•'I saw through a slight fog a sub- 
marine about a hundred yards distant, 
rt was equipped with two cannon, for- 
ward and aft, which were being fired 
rapidly. 
T went down to my cabin to 
get my papers 
and there 
found 
my 
tuaid, who pleaded -vrith me to save hei. 
A cannon shot interrupted our conver- 
sation. 
A 
.shell 
entoired 
the 
vessel 
through 
the 
port 
hole 
and 
killed 
my 
niaid. 
T took 
my 
valise and 
small 
handbag 
wntaining 
vahialiles 
after 
slowly putting on my hat and coat and 
went up to the deck with a life belt. 


Boats Completely Filled. 


"Boats were being lowered complete- 
ly 
filled. 
T sought to get- into one of: 
them and was told there was no more 
room. 
T went to another and received 
the same response. 
T then crossed the 
deck and 
saw a 
launch 
afloat. 
This 
contained 
the 
chief 
engineer, 
Carlo 
Lemberti, 
two doctors and other first 
class 
passengers, some of 
whom 
were 
members of the crew. 
T asked 
Lem- 
berti to be allowed to get in. 


" 'Come on,' he said, at the same time 
grasping the side of the steamer t o pre- 
vent the small boat from moving off. 
I 
gauged well the height whicJi separated 
me flora the boat and being well trained 
in gymna.stics I didn't 
lienit-iite to let 
myself fall into the launch, landing at 
tlie place designated. 
All this time the 
submarine hnd 
not 
ceased 
bombarding 
the Ancona, not paying the slightest at- 
tention to thr! men, women and children 
trying 
to get 
away. 
At thi.=) moment 
she was very rlo.se to ILS. The fog lifted 
and we could clearly distinguish the AuiS- 
trian flag, which was new. 


Resisted Cannonade Well. 


"The Ancona resisted the 
cannonade 


well. 
Many of the shots entered jaboye 
the water line and the holes caused by 
others were too small to admit much 
Avater as ithe sea was vqry calm. 
To 
finish the work the submarine discharged 
a torpedo and the vessel began to sink. 


"Some hours, afterwards "we encoun- 
tered a heavily laden boat which was 
leaking. 
We took aboard five men and 
four children in order to lighten it. Lem- 
beri then took it in tow, not iiermitting 
more passengers to crowd into our boat. 
Leemberi did his best to reassure 
the 
imfortunates under his charge, most of 
whom were in tears, telling 
them 
all 
would be Avell if they heeded his advice. 
His energetic attitude prevented a panic 
and finally brought about order. 
I did 
all I could to encourage the women and 
children, who continued their cries 
of 
grief. 


"A^Tien the sun disappeared we saw a 
black spot on the horizon aJid all the 
survivors became 
greatly 
excited. 
It 
wasn't 
another 
submarine, 
but 
the 
steamer Pluton, which had seen our sig 
nals, and rescued us about 7 o'clock in 
the evening. 
Later it headed for Bi 
zerta after having circled the vicinity 
of the spot where the Ancona was tor 
pedoed and rescued other sur\avors who 
were in boats. 
The Pluton's 
captain 
placed the crew at the disposal of the 
survivors to aid those who were suflfer 
ing. 
I did everything possible in the 
way of first aid to the woimded. 


"We aa-rived at Bizerta about 11 o'clock 
but remained aboard the Pluton, the offi 
cers placing their cabins at our disposal 
At 8 o'clock the next morning we reached 
the arsenal at Sidi-Ab-Dallas, where a 
temporary hospital was erected for us 
Here we were able to rest. 
I will con 
tinue to give my service to the surviv 
ors. 


Dr. Gerrel was on her way to her home 
in Xew York. 
She had been visiting 
the Russian consul and his family 
at 
Bari, Italy. 


Among the 
Ancona's 
passengers 
at 
Ferryville is Mr. Sierra, who was wound 
ed in the foot by a projectile.

"The rich do not have pellagra; the 
poor do. 


"So we went into the poorhouses, and 
Ave took the south, because of the prev- 
alence of pellagi'a. 
We went into one 
institution that Iiad 225 inmates whose 
ages varied from ly^ to ."30 years. 
Sev- 
enty-four of them had pellagra, and 
with practically 
no execptions 
every 
case was in ehildrcn between the ages 
of 6 and 13. Wliiy was this? 


"We looked into every factor of liv- 
ing conditions, and when we got to diet 
the facts soon came out. 
The little 
kiddies under U years were regarded as 
babies, and they got plenty of milk. 
ITie people over 13 years were regarded 
as workers, and -helped to maintain the 
institution; 
so they were given 'liearty 
food'—meat. 
But the children between 
6 and 13 got no meat or animal food 
in their diet, be'cause it was thought 
they didn't need it.

Earl Brewer, of Mississippi, to try the 
diet on the convicts i» the state prison— 
with their consent, of course. 
Twelve 
men started. 
One dropped out. 


"We fed the eleven men on biscuit, 
fried mush, gi'its, corn syrup, coflfee, 
cabbage, sweet ¡potatoe, rice and collards. 
The diet was started in the middle of 
April and continued for six• and a half 
mouths, and tHe result was that not 
less than six out of the eleven who" re- 
mained dfevelpped typical, pellagra.

All day long there may be 
heard the Itoarse shoutings of the coal 
flock hands, and the incessant rattle of 
f umbling coal into the empty tenderii. 


And as evening draws on the shops 
dose and the workmen frorri the fhoiis- 
und industries return to their homes, a 
new shift merely goes on at the docks. 
And as the signal lamps in the yards 
ilash on and the headlights on the en- 
gines 
gleam from 
the round 
house 
doors, the coal docks still are the scene 
of lively operations. 
All through 
the 
night 
big engines, and 
little 
eir^'he^ 
Iiack in and out among the maze of 
switches that make up the yards, and 
go to the docks for fuel. The midnight 
express, famed in melodrama and the 
Red 
Book magazine, coals under the 


' towering docks, and mammoth and less 
romantic ^eight engines l)lundcr into its 
ehaduws at intervals of twenty or thirty 
j minutes. 
Little locomotives and switch 
engines come often to this dispenser of 
food to the hungry 
boilers. 


The (irand Hapids and Imliana, too, 
coals at the Pennsy docks, and the en- 
gines of this north and south line ad<l 
to what looks like general confusion in 
the vicinity of the round house. 


The Wabash Dock. 


The 
Pennsylvania 
coal dock is

years ago,

The coal ii curried to tlu; top 
by an automatic lift, run by a power 
motor, and is dumped into the grr;at 
funnel. 
A small door at the bott^mi 
allows the coal to rim into the engine 
tenders on the release of a spring. 


The Wabash dock did collapsc or blow- 
ever one il&y about a j'ear ago, and it 
was a ditHcult task to get it set back 
into place and ofl" the tracks.

lay branch of the O., H. & D. coals at 
the Wabash.

She started a semi-public career 
in New York by leading the working 
women in their strikes, furnishing 
strike funds from her own wealth. 
When she married Boissevain, Queen 
Wilhelmina compelled her to swear 
allegiance to Holland 
so that the 
wealth of her husband 
might not 
find its way out of that country. 


When Mrs. Boissevain returned to 
Ne-iv- York 
after 
being 
invited to 
leave Italy, the immigration officers 
made her swear she was a subject of 
Holland before they passed her, 


Mrs. Inez Milholland Boissevain, 
Is today truly a woman 
without a 
country. 


The United States has renounced 
her, she has lost favor with Queen 
"Wilhelmina of 
Holland 
and Italy 
ushered her out of that country with 
the polite admonition not to return 
during the life of the war. 


When Mrs. Boissevain returned to 
New York 
the customs 
inspectors 
made her swear she was a subject of 
Holland (the land of her husband's 
•birth), before they would admit her. 


This action left Mrs. Boissevain 
without American rights. 


When, after years of effectual work 
In New York, first as a champion of 
overworked and mistreated working 
girls and later as an ardent work- 
er for the suffrage cause, Inez Mil- 
holland gave her hand in marriage 
to a wealthy Dutch business man 
she had not reckoned on what Queen 
Wilhelmina of Holland might have 
to say in the matter. 


However, before the marriage re- 
ceived sovereign sanction Inez Mil- 
holland was forced to become a sub- 
ject of Holland. 


Queen Wilhelmina did not wish to 
risk having one of her wealthy citi-

ered out of Italy and placed aboard 
a steamer bound from Naples to New 
V/^vj^ i.*3r ¿c,i;iTiure was not herald- 
ed in the 
newspapers 
and no one 
knew she had been ejected from the 
country. However, the customs bu- 
reau, the department of justice and 
the United Stat^^s diplomatic service 
got busy at 
once, 
reminding 
the 
state 
department that an 
alien, 
"Inez 
Milholland 
Boissevain 
by 
name," Avas on her way from Naples 
to the United States, that she was a 
native of Holland and was on a mys- 
terious mission. 


When the revenue cutter steamed 
down the bay to meet the incoming 
liner there were 
customs 
officers 


ana immigration inspectors to give 
this "mysterious" 
Inez 
Milolland 
Boissevain the "once over" and de- 
cide whether she should be admitted 
or 
not. 
Before 
she was granted 
even the privilege of disembarking 
from the steamer she was required 
to swear that she was a subject of 
Holland. 


What a sad blow it must have been 
to the former brave and daring Inez 
Milholland to feel so rejected by her 
own country, to feel that the statue 
of Liberty there in the bay meant 
nothing more to her now than a 
mere work of art. that the sight of 
it no longer 
might 
call up in her 
heart sentiments of the liberty for 
which she had so long fought, that 
the Stars 
and 
Stripes no longer 
might enkmdle in her heart the mo- 
tives of patriotism, bravery and love. 


Truly from the moment that Inez 
Milholland 
Boissevain 
raised 
her 
right hand and swore before the cus- 
toms and immigration officers that 
she was a faithful subject of Queen 
W^ilhelmina of Holland, she became 
veritably a woman without a coun- 
try. 
No nation wanted her. 
Her 
first love had rejected her, Holland 
had but claimed her with certain re- 
straint, Italy had rejected her and 
in doing so spoke for the whole of 
Ihe nations of Europe now engaged 
in the war.

When the fair American girl went 
'.0 Holland to become the 
bride of 
Boissevain there sprung up between 
her and Queen Wilhelmina a deep 
rivalry 
of 
which 
little has been 
heard. It was of sufficient violence 
however, to make Inez Milholland's 
stay in Holland rather brief and bit- 
ter. 


Having entered into every foible 
and diversion in the feminine world, 
Inez Milholland thereupon determ- 
ined to enter the sphere of men by 
preaching peace among the bellig- 
erent nations. Inez Milholland went 
about winning world peace as she 
would plant a strike of 
garment 
workers in New York City—by that 
great weapon—the boycott. 


Failure was her only reward from 
first to last. A nation boiling over 
Avith hatred can little think of peace 
and so Inez' plan failed. 


From the outbreak of the war pa- 
cificists have worked 
on the very 
plausible theory that if all niBn re- 
fused to fight there would be no -war. 
Very naturally. Also, that when the 
men at the front were killed the war 
could not continue if those at home 
refused to serve. 
Very 
naturally. 
But Inez Milholland Boissevain and 
the other advocates of peace did not 
figure that men whose passions are 
aroused by hate Avill fight to the last 
drop of their blood 
and that wars 
come to an end when the rulers rule 
it so—that a strike of soldiers is 
about the remotest possibility in the 
whole situation.

Then 
the 
Italian 
government 


stepped up, grasped Mrs. Inez by the 
arm and boAved her out of the coun- 
try. 
Her efforts had failed. 
As a 
patient 
and 
kindly audience vvol- 
comes the moment that the stage di- 
rector ends the appearance of soinr 
unsuccessful amateur by use of the 
so-called hook, so Italy 
Avelconied 
the kindness of its government when 
it bid Mrs. Boissevain farewell even 
before she had ever thought of de- 
parting. 


SHE IS SENT 
••HOME." 


Inez Milholland Boissevain found 
the preachment of peace among the 
Italians just 
about as 
effectual as 
trying to sell fur overcoats to the 
naked natives of Africa in the mid- 
dle of summer. 
It was something 
that didn't interest them. If she had 
gone 
about and Avith fiery speech 
urged all 
to join their 
colors and 
fight for their country she might 
now be an Italian heroine, a sort of 
Joan d'Arc. 


The whole difficulty was that Inez 
got hold of the Avrong subject. If she 
had talked Avar with half the ardor 
she talked strike and resistance of 
tyranny to New York AAor'king girls.- 
her efforts would have been croAvned 
Avith success, but as it Avere, talking 
on the wrong subject made her as 
popular in Italy as William Jennings 
Bryan Avould be if he Avere making 
a speech down in Champ Clark's dis- 
trict on the Baltimore convention. 


Of her 
experience 
in Italy Mrs. 
Boissevain said 
on 
landing here' 
"They were very courteous to me. 
They bowed me out of the country 
even before I had made up my mind 
where I was going. 
The govern- 
ment had politely bought a ticket for 
my return journey and then saw that 
I used it. 


"From the time I made my first 
speech in Italy until I made my last 
I realized that the people were not 
with me—^that they wanted war and 
not peace. I did most of my talking 
to the mothers. I tried to reason 
with them that if they would decry 
Avarfare, if they would prevent their 
sons from going to the front, that if 
all the mothers in all the world felt 
the same about it, and if the men 
finally came to the same sane un- 
derstanding—rthere would be no Avar. 


"I failed to realize that patriot- 
ism is as great in the other countries 
of the world as it is right here in the 
United States. 
Mothers might shed 
tears when their sons went away to 
war, but those were tears of pride 
and patriotism and certainly it can- 
not be said that Italians are lack- 
ing in patriotism. 
PARENTS AND 
COUNTRY. 


"It seems among the peasantry in 
particular that children are raised 
•with two 
ideas in mind—that 
of 
serving their parents when the lat- 
, ter become old and that of serving 
their country in case they are called. 
If 
the,latter 
is the case then the 
former duty is sacrificed «for love 
of country. 
, 


"Italians here 
In America work 
the self-same views. They labor so 
that they may send money bade to 
their aged parents in the old coun- 
try. However, if war is declared they 
drop their occupation, 
their busi-

ness. no matter how remunerative 
it may be and hark to the call of the 
colors. 
It soems to be understood 
that in case there is a war that the 
obligation of serving their parents 
ceases by mutual agreement and the 
latter ar® contented to live in pov- 
erty as long as they know their sons 
are serving their country. 


"When I entered Italy I did r.ot 
realize these things. I did not know 
that, the 
patriotism there 
was so 
great 
I had the idea that in that 
country like all others where there 
is a monarchial form of government 
that men went to war for one of two 
causes—compulsion or blind patri- 
otism. 
I have often felt that men 
go to war without clearly knowing 
just why they are fighting and that 
if this blindness were dispelled by 
the light of education 
that 
there 
there Avould be no difficulty in end- 
ing Avar for all times. 


"I see now where I erred. I can 
but compliment the Italian govern- 
ment for kindness with, which I was 
treated. The officers informed me 
that my utterances were not in con- 
formity with the rules of their gov- 
ernment and that I vmuld have to 
leavie the 
country. They had me 
aboard ship 
before I even had a 
chance to make my reply. The fact 
was I had gotten a hold of the wrong 


subject at the wrong time." 


And 
so Inez 
Milholland Boisse- 
vain found 
herself 
back 
in 
N C A V 
York, the scene of her former tri- 
umphs but from in participation of 
which 
she 
in 
future Avould 
be 
barred. 
HER PRESENT 
TLIGHT. 


Should 
the fair Inez 
again cry 
"Give us the vote," her opponents 
Avould reply, "You couldn't voté if 
Avomen won the ballot. You are not 
an American," and she needs would 
have to 
confess 
that 
she is the 
daughter of a foreign race, the sub- 
ject of a Queen who 
Is jealous of 
her and 
the 
sworn patriot of a 
country that yields her no welcome. 
. Is not this expatriation of Inez 
Milholland Boissevain, the former 
suffrage champion and defender of 
working girls, a direct* blow at 
woman suffrage itself. Why was the 
government so anxious to have Inez 
Boissevain swear aAvay her Ameri- 
can rights before she Avas pei'mittea 
to enter the country.^ Was it perhaps 
to end her usefulness to the cause? 


Whatever may be the judgment of 
the government on the fair Inez it 
cannot rob her of her successes on 
the amateur stage in Grecian plays.

We are 
looking around for a permanent in- 
vestment for the rest of our money." 
Blanche then branched off into a dis- 
cussion of stocks and bonds. 
Rock- 
efeller listened gravely as the child 
detailed the elements which make 
bond issues safe and unsafe. 


"We have a store, too," she con- 
tinued, "it was formed by some of 
us boys and girls, who each sub- 
scribed 10 cents to the capital stock. 
We buy school 
supplies—pencils 
and tablets—at wholesale and EBII 
them to the pupils. 
Last year the 
store paid between 30 ând 40 cents 
dividend on each 10 cents invested. 
Don't you think that was doing pret- 
ty well?" 


Asked about his attitude on strike 


prosecutions, the magnate said: 
"I 
can give no better statement of my 
ideas on that subject'than I made to 
the Federal 
Commission on Indus- 
trial Relations in Washington last 
May. At that time I read a prepared 
statement 
in %vhich I said justice 
should be so administered as to be 
above suspicion, and if in any ma- 
terial particular the trial of Law- 
son has been 
wanting in this re- 
spect, I, for one, should desire to 
see the Supreme Court of Colorado 
grant a new trial. 
HIS ATTITUDE. 


"That still is my attitude. 
When, 
the Lawson trial was about to begin 
I took steps to assure myself the 
Colorado Fuel and 
Iron Company 
was not participating in any way in 


the prosecution. 
I feel that when 
private interests participate in crim- 
inal 
prosecutions 
the proceedings 
tend to lose their impartial quality." 


Rockefeller said that his company 
did not care whether the miners be- 
longed to uniops or not. This state- 
ment 
was 
made in a conference 
with David Griffiths, grievance me- 
diator 
of the company, 
and C. A 
Mitchell, a negro, grievance repre- 
sentative of the Rouse miners. 


In the course 
of the conference 
which 
was 
In the open air, some- 
one asked Mitchell if members of the 
United Mine workers came to bim 
with their 
grievances 
against the 
company. 
He replied that he didn't 
remember 
if any union 
men Jiad 
complained to him or not. 


"I don't believe 
Mitchell 
knows 
whether they are union men or not," 
Rckefeller broke in. "I'm quite sure 
the officers of 
the company don't, 
and 
let me tell you 
the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron Company does not 
care whether its men belong to the 
union or not." 


"Look here," he said, turning to 
Griffiths, "do you make any distinc- 
tion between union and non-union 
men in settling the grievances ap- 
pealed to yau by the miners?" 


"I certainly 
don't," Griffiths 
re- 
plied. 


"Are not all of the men treated 
alike so long as they are willing to 
work and behave themselves?" per- 
sisted Rockefeller. 


"Yes," Griffiths replied. 


BECEIYES 
THAIIKS. ^ 


All these - questions 
are leading 
and the sponsor could make no other 
reply than that suggested by Rocke- 
feller, they showed that he was in 
Colorado not to apologize nor to de- 
ceive 
the 
miners 
but was 
really 
there to take an interest in their af- 
fairs and yet to adhere to the rigid 


policy of the company. 


Before leaving Trinidad Rockefel- 
ler had an interview with Joe Rizzi, 
an Italian 
coal miner 
and former 
striker, who came to thank the oil 
magnate for the $100,000 given by 
the Rockefeller Foundation for the 
relief of unemployed men after the 
strike was. over. 
Rizzi is the miner 
whose telegram to Rockefeller last 
spring, 
appealing 
for aid for the 
destitute 
wives 
and 
children 
of 
former strikers, led directly to the 
foundation contribution and the in- 
stitution of an extensive system of 
road improvements by which several 
hundred 
men were 
given employ- 
ment. 


At Worley Rockefeller visited the 
common bathhouse and came upon a 
group of miners just from the mines 
as they were taking their baths. He 
chatted 
pleasantly 
with them, in- 
spected the working of the shov/er 
baths and satisfied himself that ev- - 
erything was as« sanitary and up to 
date as it could be. 


In one mining camp the magnate 
climbed on a mule and sat there a 
few minutes at the request of a 12- 
year-old boy. Who took his picture. 
He further ingratiated himself by 


petting 
the children, 
occasionally 
lifting 
and 
cuddling a baby. 
His 
trump 
card 
was 
when-he danced 
with the wives and daughters of the 
miners. 
All had gathered in the 
rough board opera house and after 
witnessing moving pictures the floor 
was cleared of chairs and there w^as 
an old-fashioned dance with fiddler 
and all.' 


Rockefeller 
was 
the sprightliest 
man 
on the floor, with great gal- 
lantry he invited the buxom girls to 
dance or laughingly led a wife from 
the side of her husband to go whirl- 
ing about the floor. 


It was the greatest evidence of his 
whole-heartedness — it 
was 
the 
greatest proof that he at least was 
a Rockefeller whose whole soul Was 
not wrapt up in the sole purpose of 
acquiring money, regardless of how 
much his employes had to suffer. 


Whatever is the policy of the iroui 
and fuel company it is certain that 
Rockefeller, Jr., 
has 
bridged the 
chasm between tl^e two gjeat forces 
—capital and labor. Indications are 
that now that the miners know their 
employer that strikes may be things 
of the rwtat

Italy is about to become one of the determiuing factors in 
the present great war. She has for years been preparing for the 
struggle. She has more ammunition and better guns than any 
of the allies. 
She has better trained troops and her cavalry 
and her mountaineers are the most skilled soldiers in the world, 
not even excepting the Cossacks of the Russian army. 


If Italy entrenches her forces in the Alps when the cruel 
winter makes war impossible, she will be able to throw her 
men into the fight in the Dardanelles and may give to the allies 
the impetus necessary to carry them through 
that great nat- 
ural barrier and allow them to conquer the Turks. 


Does Italy hold the deciding hand 
In the present great war? Will she 
eventually through her own power 
Df arms lead the allies to victory? 


This is the question that the great 
powers are asking themselves now,

Italy considered the matter of pre- 
paredness from a proper angle. Her 
military training was 
compulsory, 
but it was thorough and every man 
Who became

reservist 
left the 
iirmy with a thorough knowledge of 
War and every man in the Italian 
army knows how to fight. 


Italy kept her munition factories 
going day and night for years when 
nothing but continued peace was in 
Bight and no one even dreamed'of 
War. 


Italy realized that to the north of 
her was a hemmed-in nation that 
had wrested from her its important 
seaports and that might at some fu- 
ture day attempt more conquosts. 
Bhe felt deeply the sting of the Au- 
strian invasions of many years agd 
and prepared herself to forever re- 
sist the «ncroafibments of any other

Italy was fortunate 
in having a 
»rstr Bpirit of the most intensive type, 
rriie warm-blooded Italian loves his 
country and he loves war when It is 
for the iake of his country. 
There 
are two great objects in the mind of 
the Italian—to support his parents 
and to support his country. When 
war comes his parents and family 
are forgotten in the rush to go to

When Avar comes the aged parents 
yield their sons' support to the na- 
tion and are content to live in pov- 
erty and face starvation as long as 
they have a representative 
at 
the 
front. 


In fact, the entrance of the Italian 
into battle is accompanied by a pe- 
culiar fatalism that one might think 
would be unknown to that race. T he 
majority of Italians are Catholic and 
have a deep religious devotion. They 
are taught to "love 
one another"

That this 
race should yield to fatalism in v.^ar 
is unusual. 
Italians have been an 
educated race for many centuries. 


In fact, they have led the nations 
of 
Europe, 
proper, in civilization 
and culture. 
They have never de- 
generated 
from the 
grand accom- 
plishments 
that were 
theirs when 
Rome was the greatest empire of the 
world. 
The Italians have known no 
barbarism that would make ihem 
yield to the principles of fatalism— 
the belief 
that death 
in battle led 
one directly to eternal reward, that 
nothing could be greater or more up- 
right than to die in the fight. 


It seems to be this self-same cul- 
ture and 
education, 
backed up by 
centuries of prowess in the field, that • 
leads to the assumption of such a 
doctrine. 
The Turks and even the 
Russians go into battle with the fa- 
talistic idea that they will be taken 
to eternal glory if they die in battle. 
The same idea affects the Indians 
who are fighting for England and 
makes them terrible and reckless in 
battle. 
RECKLESS m 
BATTLE. 


The Italians display 
this samp 
recklessness and daring in the field 
and it seems that they inherit their 
war spirit from the time of Julius 
Caesar, when the latter was the con- 


queror of the Franks, the Belgae and 
the subjugator of the 
Isle of brit- 
tania itself. 
These Roman soldiers 
fought with the fatalistic idea that 
nothing would please the gods more 
than for a man to be killed in bat- 
tle. 
In fact, 
they 
believed that 
there was a special and more attrac- 
tive plane reserved 
to those who 
died 
in 
an engagement. 
The Ro- 
mans were a military race. 
They 
-were well armed and 
always pre- 
pared. 
Indeed, real military tactics 
and science in battle were unknown 
to the world until Julius Caesar in- 
troduced them. 


Before his time battles were hand- 
to-hand 
encounters. 
Tw6 armies 
were thrown together and fought un- 
til one was vanquished. 
It was a 
mere question of superiority in num- 
bers. 


He introduced to the world 
the 
simple thing known as strategy. 
He 
overcame foes that didn't know the 
meaning of that word. 


From 
his time 
on military pre- 
paredness has been a by-word in 
Italy. At the present date this coun- 
try has the greatest cavalry in the 
world, not even excepting the Rus- 
sian Cossacks. 
The Italian cavalry 
performs imusual feats on horses 
that excel the daring riding of the 
Cossacks. Their horses are trained 
to descend or ascend 75 per cent 
grades and.the 
cavalrymen accom- 
plish these feats with unusual grace. 


While this may seem to be useful 
only for exhibition it stands them in 
good stead, particularly if it is con- 
sidered that the work for which they 
have been preparing for so 
many 
years 
is all 
in the north, in 
the 
mountainous and almost impassible 
regions of the Alps, where 
they 
long have been expecting their foes, 
the Austrians. 
MOUNTAIK 
FIGHTINO. 


Their mountain forces are the best 
trained soldiers in the world, and 


many talcs have come ot tiieir prow- 
ess in the present war. 
It was re- 
ported that a dozen of t^ese daring 
Alpine 
climbers 
ascended a steep 
cliff and captured an entire Austrian 
company. 
Whether this is true or 
not the ability and courage of these 
fighters 
cannot be doubted. 
They 
have engaged in many battles of the 
clouds in which they almost have 
excelled' the 
agility 
of 
mountain 
goats in their ability to climb or to 
descend perilous mountain heights. 


But the cold winter of the Alps 
now approaches. In that region far 
above sea level, where snow is con- 
stant on the mountain peaks all jear* 
round, the winter is terrible in its 
severity. 
Men die in 
drifts, they 
succumb to exposure, they yield to 
exhaustion. 
The troops themselves 
are trained to a life under such dis- 
advantages but even they must yield 
to the cruel and deadly onslaught 
of winter—a winter that leaves them 
with frozen hands and feet. 


The bravest of men must yield to 
this operpowering influence of na- 
ture that overtakes even the bravest 
and leaves them numb and cold in 
death. 


So there is nothing more for the 
Austrian 
and 
Italian soldiers en- 
gaged in the fight in the Alps to do 
than 
to entrench 
and make such 
preparations that will make them 
comfortable in the long siege of win- 
ter. 
This will permit the govern- 
ment 
to withdraw 
large forces of 
them into action in Turkey. 
With 
Italy's large and efficient navy, with 
her number of trained men 
it 
is 
possible for her" to give that weight 
ta the allies that 
will impel them 
through the Dardanelles and win for 
them the greatest victory against 
the greatest natural 
forufications 
the world ever has known.

Italy can throw more trained men 
into either field than can France or 
England and she has a great fleet of 
warships and submarines to back 
up her land fleet. She also has a great- 
er supply of big guns and

lies. Italy was prepared. She Icnew 
that some day she 
would have to 
protect her standing in Europe. She 
realized that with the great nations 
struggling for commercial suprem- 
acy that pcace could 
not last al- 
ways. 
Her natural foe to the north 
was gaining in financial prosperity. 
That meant that some day Austria

The troops had their own equipment 
from the days of their former serv- 
ice and in a few hours after the call 
reported at their military barracks. 


When the German 
call 
to arms 
came the men reported with the same 
speed to their barracks. They found 
everj'thing in readiness 
for them. 
Each man had his own locker in the 
barracks and in it everything was 
awaiting, even to the uniform made 
to his exact measurement. He found 
his gun carefully oiled and his can- 
teen filled with frtsh water. 
From 
.... day he left tho ser\ice until ha 
returned that canteen had been .-emp- 
tied and filled with fresh water daily 
and once a week his gun had been 
oiled. 


On the floor of his locker was a 
piece of oiled paper 
with a bit of

troops toward Paris even before oth- 
er nations could prepare themselves 
for the combat. 


The allies, it is generally conced- 
ed, have lost their fighting strength. 
England is struggling in vain to put 
a large army in the field and both it 
and France are laboring under the 
difficulty of being short of ammuni- 
tion. However, Italy is supplied with 
both and before the war ends, it Is 
conceded, will have a decided voice 
and arm in settling fhe situation.

Did Hot 'Know Money Standards. 
"In the old days," continued the ter- 


ror of counterfeiters, and others who 
break federal 
s'tatutcs, "we did 
not 


know what a money standard meant. 
Our circulation medium, tnonoy, was not 
issued until the beginning of the civil 
wn.r and prior to that time, the country 
was at the mercy of many wildcat 
banking institutions. 


"And what a bunch of wildcats they 


were! 
The amount of their issues dc- 


pendfld on their ability to pay their 
printers, with the result that a largo 
amount of the money issued was worth- 
less. The bills in circulation at that 
timo differed in color, size, denomination 
and value to such an extent tho busi- 
ness man was compelled to carry with 
him a pamphlet, issued monthly, which 
showed the value of money. 


"It was quite a task for the business 


man to refer every few minutes to that 
book to learn the value of the bills he 
had in bis possession. Such bills variei 
in value from flO cents on the dollar 
lown to 15 cents, and, in many instances 
they were worthless, as the bank which 
issued them failed afterward. In manj

Other similar issues have been made un- 
til, at. present, there arc five different 
kinds of notes issued by the govern- 
ment. 


'The first United States notes were 


issued February 25, 
1S(12, tho United 


States treasury iKil.es; nfter that, the 
national bank* not.o, the first being a 
$10 note on the First National Bank at 
Washington, December 21, 18B3; then 
tho gold certificates on July 12, 1882; 
then the silver certificates on August 4, 
1880. 
Until two years ago the gold 


certificates were issued in a minimum 
amount of $10, but now $5 gold certi- 
ficates appear. 
These are printed on 


green paper but have gold backs.

Fallacy Plays a Part. 


"When it comes to detecting counter 


feit money, fallacy plays a most prom 
inent. part. For "instance, in the case 
of counterfeit bills, many think thcy 
enn detect the worthless ones by the silk 
threads which should appear. That is a 
poor idea, as many counterfeits now uso 
as much silk as the government and, in 
some instances, they use more. And, on 
tlie other band, the government, does not 
use silk in all its bills. Those bearing 
the spiked seal have no silk at all. 


"Another fallacy is to tell a good coin 


by its ring, especially so When a num- 
ber of our good coins have no ring nnd 
a number of the bad ones have. 
Tlie 


ring is caused by a number of minute 
crystals in tlie inside of the coin, but 
during the manufacture of the coin, a 
heavy blow might mar the crystals and 
tlie ring is then not perceptible. Intense 
heat will also destroy such crystals, but 


n- a process known as reading, but 
mire commonly called milling. The ring 
iboul the rim on the inside of the dol- 
ar was made high so as to protect tho 
engraving. Our silver dollars are made 
nine parts silver nnd one part tin, while

submarine, but 
the 


steamer 1'luton, which had seen^our sig- 
nals, and rescued us about 7 o'clock in 
ie evening. 
Later it headed for Bi- 


zerta after having circled the vicinity 
of the spot where the Ancona was tor- 
pedoed and rescued other survivors who 
were in boats. 
The Pluton's captain 


placed the crew at the disposal of the 
survivors to aid those who were suffer- 
ing. I did everything possible in the 
way of first aid to the wounded. 


"We arrived at Bizerta about 11 o'clock 


but remained aboard the Pluton, the offi- 
cers placing their cabins at our disposal. 
At 8 o'clock the nert morning we reached 
the arsenal at Sidi-Ab-Dallos, where a 
temporary hospital was erected for us. 
Here wo "were able to rest. I will con- 
tinue to give my service to the sumv- 
ors."

docks are a scen« of lively activity at 
any of the twenty-four hours. 


From the first break of dawn the 


white steam 
of 
coaling locomotives 


eddies and whirls about the pillars and 
bins of the great docks, and all through 


the day puffing locomotives draw up to 
the sooty, griiney bunkers screeching 
for fuel. 
All day long there may be 


heard the-hoarse shoutings of the coal 
dock hands, and the incessant, rattle ot 
tumbling coal into the empty tenders. 


And as evening draws on th« shops 


close and the workmen from the thous- 
and industries return to their homes, a 
new shift merely goes on at the docks. 
And as .the signal lamps in the yards 
llash on and the headlights on the en- 
gines 
gleam from 
the round house 


doors, the coal docks still are the scene 
of lively operations. 
All through the 


night big engines and little oiiy-iio* 
back in and out among the maze of 
switches that make up the yards, and 
go to the docks for fuel. The midnight 
express, famed in melodrama and the 
Red 
Book magazine, coala under the 


' towering docks, and mammoth and less 
romantic freight engines blunder into its 
shadows at intervals of twenty i>r thirty 


I minutes. 
Little locomotives and switch 


engines come often to this dispenser of 
food to the hungry boilers. 


The liriind liapids and Indiana, too, 


coals at the Pennsy docks, and the en- 
! gines of this north and south line add 


to what looks like general confusion in 
the vicinity of the round house. 


'Thei-Wabash Dock. 


The 
Pennsylvania coal dock is 
a 


wooden affair of a type that fast is pass- 
ing out of existence, it is inflammable, 
and the rough work required of it docs 
not give it n great, length of life. But 
the Wabash company has a brand new 
.lock, erected several years ago, and 
located between the Taylor street and 
Fairfield avenue subways. This d^ck i. 


a huge iron funnel that allo.ws the coal 
to di-op into waiting engines in imy_ do- 
siral amount. It could not handle i-alf 
lh« business required of the, Pennsy 
dock, but it is newer in design, and fire 
proof. 
The coal is carried to the top 


bv an automatic lift, run by a power 
niotor and is dumped into the gnat 
funnel. 
A small door at the bottom 


allows the coal to run into the engine 
tenders on the release of a spring. 


The Wabash dock did collapse or blow 


over one day about a year ago, and it 
was a dilHcult task to get it set buck 
into plnee. and off the tracks. The cind- 
lay branch of the C,, IT. & D. coals at 


" 'it the Nickel Plate. 


The Pennsylvania and the Wabash 


uads arc the only ones that have coal 
locks in the city, although the Lake 


! Eric and Lake Shore branches of the 


New York Central system 
and 
the 


Nickel Plate road both coal engines here. 
These roads employ large clam shell der- 
ricks to load the tenders to their en- 
gines. 


The Nickel Plate has a pile ot coal on 


hand in its yards from which the en- 
gines nre coaled 
by the clam shell 


method. 
In a reserve pile there are 


twenty-five hundred tons of fuel saved 
up against a rainy day. 
And by ra'ny 


day in this case is meant a rase of strike 
in*the coal fields or difficulty in trans- 
portation, etc. 


This single heap of fucT would last ton 


families for over twenty-seven wiiitcis, 
or one family for 277 rears. Or it would 
last a thousand families about a month 


Comes Now N. Y. C. 


This story on coal handling ought to 


stop right here. For a« far as local con- 
iitions are concerned, there is little else 
done. But. because it isn't policy 
to 


slight any one, not even next to the 
greatest 'railroad corporation 
in 
the 


country, it. is necessary to go on and tell 
j'.bout the New York Central. Over across 
from Lawtou park this great road has a 
dinkv little clam shell, just one degree 
less ' dilapidated than the roundhouse. 
And into the little engines of the local 
liuiiiuh this shell dumps coal all day

•triko funds from her own wealth. 
When she married Bolsseraln, Queen 
Wllhelmlna compelled her to swear 
allegiance to Holland so that the 
wealth of her husband might not 
rtnd its way out of that country. 


When Mrs. Boissevain returned to 


New York after being invited to 
leave Italy, the immigration officers 
Blade her swear she was a subject of 
Holland before they passed her. 


Mrs. Inez MilhoUand Boisaevain. 


IB today truly a woman without a 
country. 
The United States has renounced 


her. she has lost favor with Queen 
Wilhelmlna of Holland and Italy 
ushered her out of that country with 
the polite admonition not to return 
during the life of the war. 


When Mrs. Boissevain returned to 


New York the customs inspectors 
made her swear she was a subject of 
Holland (tho land of her husband's 
birth), before they would admit her. 


Thl8 action left Mrs. Boissovain 


without American rights. 


When, after years of effectual work 


In New York, first as a champion of 
overworked and mistreated working 
girls and later as an ardent work- 
er for the suffrage cause, Inez Mll- 
holland gave her hand in marriaga 
to a wealthy Dutch business man 
Bhe had not reckoned on, what Queen 
Wilbelmina of Holland might have 
to say in the matter. 


However, before the marriage re- 


ceived sovereign sanction Inez Mil- 
hoUand was forced to become a sub- 
ject of Holland. 


Queen Wllhelmina did not wish to 


risk having one of her wealthy citi- 
zens taken from her kingdom and be- 
coming a naturalized American cit- 
izen, so she saw to It that the wife 
of the Dutch, business man, William 
Boissevain became one of her sub- 
jects before she gave official sanc- 
tion to the wedding. 


When Inez MilhoUand swore al- 


legiance to the flag of Holland she 
sacrificed her last claim on recogni- 
tion from tie United States govern- 
ment and became an alien separated 
from the land of her birth.

When Inez Mllholland wag ush- 


ered out of Italy and placed aboard 
a steamer bound from Naples to New 
V/-.W; lisr isjiTiure was not herald- 
<<; in the newspapers and no one 
knew she had been ejected from the 
country. However, the customs bu- 
reau, the department of justice and 
the United States diplomatic service 
got busy at once, reminding the 
state 
department that an alien,

to the former brave and daring Inez 
MilhoUand to feel HO rejected by her 
own country, to feel that the statuo 
of Liberty there in the bay meant 
nothing more to her now than a 
mere work of art. that the sight of 
it no longer might call up in her 
heart sentiments of tho liberty for 
which she had so long fought, that 
the Stars and 
Stripes no longer 


might enkindle in her heart the mo- 
tives of patriotism, bravery and love. 


Truly from the moment that Inez 


MilhoUand Boissevain raised her 
right hand and swore before the cus- 
toms and immigration offlc'crs that 
she was a faithful subject, of Queen 
Wllhelraina of Holland, she became 
veritably a woman without a coun- 
try. 
No nation wanted her. Her 


first love had rejected her, Holland 
had but claimed her with certain re- 
straint. Italy had rejected her and 
in doing so spoke for the whole of 
the nations of Europe now engaged 
in the war.

When the fair American girl went 


to Holland to become the bride of 
Boissevain there sprung up between 
her and Queen Wilhelmina a deep 
rivalry of which little has been 
heard. It was of sufficient violence 
however, to make Inez Milholland's 
stay in Holland rather brief and bit- 
ter.Having entered into every foible 
and diversion in the feminine world, 
Inez Milholland thereupon determ- 
ined to enter the sphere of men by 
preaching peace among the bellig- 
erent nations. Inez Milholland went 
about winning world peace as she 
would plant a strike of garment 
workers in New York City—by that 
great weapon—the boycott. 


Failure was her only reward from 


first to last. A nation boiling over 
with hatred can little think of peace 
and so Inez' plan failed. 


From the outbreak of the war pa- 


cificists have worked on the very 
plausible theory that if all men re- 
fused to fight there would be no war. 
Very naturally. Also, that when the 
men at the front were killed the war 
could not continue if those at home 
refused to serve.

But Inez Milholland Boissevain and 
the other advocates of peace did not

It she 
had talked -war with half the ardor 
she talked strike and resistance of 
tyranny to New York working girls, 
her efforts would have been crowned 
•with success, but as it were, talking 
on the wrong subject made her as 
popular in Italy as William Jennings 
Bryan would be if he were making 
a speech down in Champ Clark's dis- 
trict on the Baltimore convention. 


Of her experience in Italy Mrs. 


Boissevain said on 
landing here' 


"They were very courteous to me. 
They bowed me out of the country 
even before I bad made up my mind 
where I was going. The govern- 
ment had politely bought a ticket for 
my return journey and then saw (hat 
I used it. 
"From the time I made my first 


speech in Italy until I made my last 
I realized that the people were not 
with me—that they wanted war and 
not peace. I did most of my talking 
to the mothers. I tried to reason 
with them that if they would decry 
warfare, if they would prevent their 
sons from going to the front, that if 
all the mothers in all the world felt 
the same about it, and if the men 
finally came to the same sane un- 
derstanding—there would be no war. 


"I failed to realize, that patriot- 


ism is as great in the other countries 
of the world as it is right here in the 
United States. Mothers might slied 
tears when their sons went away to 
war, but those were tears of pride 
and patriotism and certainly it can- 
not be said that Italians are lack- 
ing in patriotism. 
PARENTS AJfD 
COCNTRTT. 


"It seems among the peasantry in 


particular that children are raised 
with two ideas in mind—that of 
serving their parents when the lat- 
ter become old and that of serving 
their country in case they are called. 
If the latter is the case then tho 
former duty is sacrificed for love 
of country. 


"Italians here in America work 


the self-same views. They labor so 
that they may send money back to 
their aged parents in the old coun- 
try. However, if war is declared they 
drop their occupation, their busi- 


ness, no matter how remunerative 
it may be and hark to the call of the 
colors. It seems to be understood 
that in case there is a war that the 
obligation of serving their parents 
ceases by mutual agreement and the 
latter are contented to live in pov- 
erty as long as they know their sons 
arc serving their country. 


"When I entered Italy I did r.ot 


realize these things. I did not know 
that the patriotism there was so 
great. I had the idea that in that 
country like all others where there 
is a monarchial form of government 
that men went to war for one of two 
causes—compulsion or blind patri- 
otism. I have often felt that nien 
go to war without clearly knowing 
just why they are fighting and that 
if this blindness were dispelled by 
the light of education that 
there 


there would be no difficulty in ced- 
ing war for all times. 


"I see now where I erred. I can 


but compliment the Italian govern- 
ment for kindness with which I was 
treated. The officers informed me 
that my utterances were not in con- 
formity with the rules of their gov- 
ernment and that I would have to 
leave the country. They had me 
aboard ship before I even had a 
chance to make my reply. The fact 
was I had gotten a hold of tho wrong 


subject at the wrong time." 


And so Inez MilhoUand Boisse- 


vain found herself back in New 
York, the scene of her former tri- 
umphs but from in participation of 
which she in future would be 
barred. 
'

Some skins are sensitive to cold 


and direct contact with wintry winds 
is hard on them.

Then if the skin is in need of it. it 
may be bathed with warm water and 
soap. 
An astringent lotion should 


he used after to close the pores.

recipe for green liquid soap, which 
is recommended for fine skins or for 
those which have the pores extend- * 
ed. Take equal parts of glycerine, ,f 
water, alcohol and green Castile 
soap. Shave the soap over the wa- 
ter and stir over the fire until the 
mixture is smooth. Add the glycer- 
ine, and lastly, after the kettle is re- 
moved from the fire, add the alcohol. 
Add a tablespoon of eau de cologna 
if perfume is desired.

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Now They Are Asking Whether It Was Democracy or 
Paternalism That Prompted Young Magnate's Visit to the 


Mines-Echoes of the Visit Bring Many Odd Stories- 
He Danced Himself Into Favor by Turkey Trotting 


D. Rockefeller, Jr.. came tn 


Pueblo, Colorado, a month or so ago, 
the most hated and detested man m 
Colorado. He departed six days lat- 
er the most popular man in the stato 
as far as the miners arc concerned. 


Rockefeller in his brief visit prov- 


ed to the miners he was a good fel- 
low and demonstrated to them that 
even a millionaire is human. 


He demonstrated that financial 


giants are just like other ordinary 
human beings/and his pleasing per- 
sonality bridged the chasm that so 
long has separted the Rockefellers 
and (heir coal diggers in Colorado. 


Before Rockefeller's visit the min- 


ers had a rather crude and erroneous 
idea of what millionaires in general 
and their own employers in partic- 
ular are 
like. They had an idea 


that, young Rockefeller would come 
to their camps wearing silk hose and, 
smelling of perfume. They had an 
Idea that he would shun them or 
treat them as if he was so far above 
them on a sociaF plane that they 
were beneath his notice. . 


One day of Rockefeller's presence 


and all these erroneous beliefs were 
dispelled. 


Ho entered the mines and wielded 


a. pick beside them, he at<- and slept 
in their cabins, he danced with their 
•wives and daughters, he cuddled 
their children and all in all he dis- 
played to those rough men the hu- 
man side of the millionaire in a v;ay 
to appeal to their better selves. 
They pronounced him a fcood fellow 
and ho departed with the assur.itico 
that if he were to remain they 
would elect him governor of Colo- 
rado.

BLAMED. 


Rockefeller before his visit suf- 


fered the condemnation of the min- 
ers not on his own account, but on 
that of his father. 
Newspaper ac- 


counts 
oT John 
D.'s actions, his 


closo-flstcdncss. etc.. had 
won the 


hatred of the miners upiinst him. 
These men here are essentially So- 
cialists and every time n newspaper 
printed a story aboiil. the Roclu f«l- 
ler wealth it caused rancor among 
them. 
The idea that their minds 


could not grasp was: Why wore thoy 
compelled 1o work in the ground on 
meagre pay while a. clyspnptic old 
man out. in Now York enjoyed the 
Cruit of their endeavor? 


Then came the strike of 191 "-14 


when many of the miners were shot 
and killed in battle with the mine 
guards. 
The terror of those times 


add 
fuel 
to the flames of their 


hatred and had a Rockefeller ap- 
peared in camp at, that time he more 
than likely would have been killed. 


But Rockefeller, Jr., disregarded 


all threats against him. He came 
to his raining camps unguarded and 
unarmed. He took the miners by 
storm and today ho can count, that 
practically every one of them is his 
personal friend, though they don't 
like the corporation system. 


He talked with the miners, went 


Into their homes, questioning their 
wives about 
living conditions and 


made suggestions for improvements. 
He showed particular interest in the 
children at the sc.hool at Tabasco. 


"When next I come to Colorado 


perhaps some of you will be teach- 
ers yourselves," he said. 
"I have 


six children myself. Some times they 
are not as mannerly as you seem to 
be. Maybe I'll brfng a few of them 
along the next time I come to Colo- 
rado." 
HE IS 
AMAZED. 
Later at the school at Sopris a 12- 


year-old girl explained to the finan- 
cier how to deal in stocks and bonds, 
how to run 
a bank 
and how to 


finance a corporation that would pay 
40 cents on a ten-cent investment. 


The teacher told Rockefeller tbat 


her pupils had established a store 
and a bank. 


"Really," Rockefeller said with an 


expression of delight, "I should like 
to know something more about this 
system of finance." 


"Blanche, will yon explain U to 


Mr. Rockefeller?" asked the teach- 
er. 


Blanche McArthur, daughter of a 


coal djgger walked to the front of 
the room, calmly shook hands with 
Rockefeller, and gravely began her 
lesson in finance. 
"You see," she began, "I am cashier 
oC the bank. We already havo •$!> on 
deposit, all brought by the cliiWren. 


\ 
"Five dollars," exclaimed Rocke- 


feller. 
"Wonderful." 


"We have part of this loaned to 
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the pupils on good security. We are 
looking around for a permanent in- 
vestment for the rest, of our money." 
Blanche then branched off into a dis- 
cussion of stocks and bonds. Rock- 
efeller listened gravely as the child 
detailed the elements which make 
bond issues safe and unsafe. 
"" "We have a store, too," she con- 
tinued, "it was formed by some of 
us boys and girls, who each sub- 
scribed 10 cents to the capital stock. 
We buy school 
supplies—pencils 


and tablets—at wholesale and sell 
them to the pupils. Last, year the 
store paid between 30 and 40 cents 
dividend on each 10 cents invested. 
Don't you think that was doing pret- 
ty well?" 


Asked about his attitude on strike 


prosecutions, the magnate said: "I 
can give no better statement of my 
ideas on that subject than I made to 
the Federal 
Commission on Indus- 


trial Relations in Washington last 
May. At that time I read a prepared 
statement in which I said justice 
should be so administered as to be 
above suspicion, and if in any ma- 
terial particular the trial of Law- 
son has been 
wanting In this re- 


spect, I, for one, should desire to 
see the Supreme Court of Colorado 
grant a new trial. 
HIS ATTITUDE. 


"That still is niy attitude. When 


the Lawson trial was about to begin 
I took steps to assure myself the 
Colorado Fuel and 
Iron Company 


was not participating in any way In 


the prosecution. 
I feel that when 


private interests participate in crim- 
inal prosecutions the proceedings 
tend to lose their impartial quality." 


Rockefeller said that bis company 


did not care whether the miners be- 
longed to unions or not. This state- 
ment 
was 
made in a conference 


with David Griffiths, grievance me- 
diator 
of the company, and C. A 


Mitchell, a negro, grievance repre- 
sentative of the Rouse miners. 


In the course 
of the conference 


which was in the open air, some- 
one asked Mitchell if members of the 
United Mine workers came to bim 
with their 
grievances against the 


company. He replied that he didn't 
remember 
if any union 
men had 


complained to him or not. 


"I don't believe Mitchell knows 


whether they are union men or not," 
Rckefellcr broke in. "I'm quite sure 
the officers of the company don't, 
and let me tell you the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron Company does not 
care whether its men belong to the 
union or not." 


"Look here," he said, turning to 


Griffiths, "do you make any distinc- 
tion between union and non-union 
men in settling the grievances ap- 
pealed to you by the miners?" ' 


"I certainly don't," Griffiths 
re- 


plied. 


"Are not all of the men treated 


alike so long as they are willing to 
work and behave themselves?" per- 
sisted Rockefeller. 


"Yes," Griffiths replied. 


RECEIVES 
THAXK9. 


All these questions are leading 


and the sponsor could make no other 
reply than that suggested by Rocke- 
feller, they showed that he was in 
Colorado not to apologize nor to de- 
ceive the miners but was really 
there to take an interest in their af- 
fairs and yet to ndhero to the rigid 


policy of the company. 


Before leaving Trinidad Rockefel- 


ler had an interview with Joe Rizzl, 
an Italian coal miner and former 
striker, who came to thank the oil 
magnate for the $100,000 given by 
the Rockefeller Foundation for the 
relief of unemployed men after the 
strike was over. Rizzi is the miner 
whose telegram to Rockefeller last 
spring, 
appealing 
for aid for the 


destitute wives and 
children of 


former strikers, led directly to the 
foundation contribution and the in- 
stitution of an extensive system of 
road improvements by which several 
hundred men were given employ- 
ment. 


At Worley Rockefeller visited the 


common bathhouse and came upon a 
group of miners just, from the mines 
as they were taking their baths. He 
chatted 
pleasantly with them, in- 


spected the working of the shower 
baths and satisfied himself that ev- 
erything was as sanitary and up to 
date as it could be. 


In one mining camp the magnate 


climbed on a mule and sat there a 
few minutes at the request of a 12- 
year-old bo'y, who took his picture. 
He further ingratiated himself by 


petting the children, occasionally 
lifting and cuddling a baby. His 
trump card was when he danced 
with the wives and daughters of the 
miners. 
All had gathered 
In the 


rough-board opera house and after 
witnessing moving pictures the floor 
was cleared of chairs and there was 
an old-fashioned dance with fiddler 
and all. 


Rockefeller was the sprigTUHeBt 


man on the floor, with great gal- 
lantry he invited the buxom girls to 
dance or laughingly led a wife from 
the side of her husband to go whirl- 
ing about the floor. 


It was the greatest evidence of his 


whole-heartedness — it 
was 
the 


greatest proof tbat ho at least was 
a Rockefeller whose whole soul was 
not wrapt up in the sole purpose of 
acquiring money, regardless of how 
much his employes had to suffer. 


Whatever is the policy of the iron 


and fuel company it is certain that 
Rockefeller, Jr., has 
bridged the 


chasm between the two great forces 
—capital and labor. Indications are 
that now that the miners know their 
employer that strikes may he things 
of the oast 


Rockefeller has won again.

Italy May Hold Baknce of Power 


Italy is about to become one of the determining factors In 


the present great war. She has for years been preparing for tho 
Struggle. She has more ammunition and belter puns than any 
of the allies. She hat better trained troops and her cavalry 
and her mountaineers are the most skilled soldiers In tho world, 
not even excepting the Cossacks of the Russian army. 


If Italy entrenches her forces in tho Alps when the cruel 


winter makes war Impossible, she will be able to throw her 
men into tbe fight in the Dardanelles and may give to the allies 
th« impetus necessary to carry them through that great nat- 
ural barrier and allow them to conquer the Turks. 


Does Italy hold the deciding hand 


In the preient great war? Will she 
eventually through her own power 
of arms lead tho allies to victory? 


This Is tbe question that the great 


{towers are asking themselves DOW, 
and it seems to be tbe general opin- 
ion that the Italian nation will cast 
Into the balance the weight that' will 
Incline the scales toward the allies' 
Victory: Successful in driving back 
the invading Austrian* and keeping 
them checked on her frontier in the 
Alps, Italy now may turn her at- 
tention to the Dardanelles and may 
be the wedge that will drive through 
this great natural fortification. 


Again, if she were to declare war . 


pn Germany or vice versa, It»ly 
could send an army into France that 
•would succeed 
in accomplishing 


what the combined forces of France 
and England have failed to do. 


The power of Italy in the present 


conflict' is based solely upon her 
foresight in being prepared. She al- 
ways baa had a large standing army 
and at her beck and call a force of 
trained troops. Her factories have 
been busy for years making muni- 
tions that might be needed. . 
Italy considered the matter of pre- 


paredness from a proper angle. Her 
military training was compulsory, 
but it was thorough and every man 
who became a reservist left the 
»rmy with a thorough knowledge of 
war and every man in the Italian 
.army knows how to fight. 
Italy kept her munition factories 


going day and night for years when 
nothing but continued peace was in 
Bight and no one even dreamed of 
yra.r. 
Italy realized that to the north of 
her was a hemmed-in nation that 
bad wrested from her its. important 
geaports and that might at some fu- 
ture day attempt more conquests. - 
Bhe felt deeply the sting of the Au- 
strian invasions of many years ago 
and prepared herself tosforevor re- 
sist the encroachments {'I'any other 
nxuon for her territory.1' 


Italy was fortunate in having a 
vi|r spirit of the most intensive type. 
. '*ue warm-blooded Italian loves bis 


country and he loves war when It is 
for the sake of his country. There 
are two great objects in the mind of 
the Italian—to support his parents 
and to support his country. When 
war comes his parents and family 
are forgotten in the rush to go to 
the country's defense. Italian pa- 


, rents raise their children with two 
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objects in mind—to make them pro- 
ducers for the home and protectors 
of their parents when old age over- 
takes the latter and to fight for the 
country. 
SACRIFICE OF 
PARENTS. 


When war comes the aged parents 


yield their sons' support to the na- 
tion and are content to live in pov- 
erty and face starvation as long as 
they have a representative at tho 
front. 


In fact, the entrance of the Italian 


into battle is accompanied by a pe- 
culiar fatalism that one might think 
would be unknown to that race. Iho 
majority of Italians are Catholic «nd 
have a deep religious devotion. They 
are taught to "love one another" 
and that war is wrong, yet they en- 
ter into battle with the most daring 
disregard of their 
own lives and 


with an animus that is terrible. 


Religion is almost forgotten in th« 


fight and the Italians from the time 
of Caesar have relished war. It 
seems that the • peculiar fatalism 
that possessed his great armies 
seizes the Italians of modern times 
when they enter battle. That this 
race should yield to fatalism in war 
is unusual. Italians have been an 
educated race for many centuries. 


In fact, they have led the nations 


of Europe, proper, in civilization 
and culture. They have never de- 
generated from the grand accom- 
plishments that were theirs when 
Rome was the greatest empire of the 
world. The Italians have known no 
barbarism that would make them 
yield to the principles of fatalism— 
the belief that fleath in battle led 
one directly to eternal reward, that 
nothing could be greater or more up- 
right than to die in the fight. 


It seems to be this self-same cul- 


ture and education, backed up by 
centuries of prowess in the field, that 
leads to the assumption of such a 
doctrine. 
The Turks and even the 


Russians go into battle with the fa- 
talistic idea that they will bo taken 
to eternal glory if they die in battle. 
The same idea affects the Indians 
who are fighting for England and 
makes them terrible and reckless in 
battle. 
RECKLESS IN 
BATTLE. 


The Italians display this same 


recklessness and daring in tho field 
and It seems that they inherit their 
war spirit from the time of Julius 
Caesar, when the latter was the con- 


queror of tho Pranks, the Belgae and 
tho subjugator of the Isle of brit- 
tania itself. These Roman soldiers 
fought with the fatalistic idea that 
nothing would please the gods more 
than for a man to be killed in bat- 
tle. 
In fact, they believed that 


there was a special and more attrac- 
tive plane reserved to those who 


^died in an engagement. The Ro- 


mans were a military race. They 
were well armed and always pre- 
pared. Indeed, real military tactics 
and science in battle were unknown 
to the world until Julius Caesar in- 
troduced them. 
. Before his time battles were hand- 
to-hand 
encounters. 
Two armies 


were thrown together and fought un- 
til one was vanquished. It was a 
were question of superiority in num- 
bers. 


He introduced to the world the 


simple thing known as strategy. Ho 
overcame foes that didn't know the 
meaning of that word. 


From his time on military pre- 


paredness has been a by-word in 
Italy. At the present date this coun- 
try has the greatest cavalry in the 
world, not even excepting the Rus- 
sian Cossacks. The Italian cavalry 
performs unusual feats on horses 
that excel the daring riding of the 
Cossacks. Their horses are trained 
to descend or ascend 75 per cent 
grades and the cavalrymen accom- 
plish these feats with unusual grace. 


While this may seem to be useful 


only tor exhibition it stands them in 
good stead, particularly if it is con- 
sidered that the work for which they 
have been preparing for so many 
years is ail in the north, In the 
mountainous and almost impassible 
regions of the Alps, where they 
long have been expecting their foes, 
the Austrlans. 
MOUNTAIN 
FIGHTING. 
Their mountain forces are the best 


trained soldiers in tho world, and 


many talcs have come of tnclr prow- 
ess in the present war. It was re- 
ported that a dozen of these daring 
Alpine climbers ascended a steep 
cliff and captured an entire Austrian 
company.. Whether this is true or 
riot the ability and courage of these 
fighters cannot bo doubted.' 
They 


have engaged in many battles of the 
clouds in which they almost have 
excelled the agility of mountain 
goats in their ability to climb or to 
descend perilous mountain heights. 


But the cold winter of tho Alps 


now approaches. In that region far 
above sea level, where snow is con- 
stant on the mountain peaks all jear 
round, the winter is terrible in its 
severity. 
Men dio in 
drifts, they 


succumb to exposure, they- yield to 
exhaustion. The troops themselves 
are trained to a life under such dis- 
advantages but even they must yield 
to tho cruel and deadly onslaught 
of winter—a winter that leaves them 
with frozen hands and feet. 


The Dravcst of men must yield to 


this operpowering influence of na- 
ture that overtakes even the bravest 
^and leaves them numb and cold in 
' death. 


So there is nothing more for tho 


Austrian and Italian soldiers en- 
gaged in the fight in the Alps to do 
than to entrench and make such 
preparations that will make them 
comfortable in the long siege of win- 
ter. 
This will permit the govern- 


ment to withdraw large forces of 
them into action in Turkey. 
With 


Italy's large and efficient navy, with 
her number of trained men it is 
possible for her to give that weight 
to the allies that will impel tbcm 


• through the Dardanelles and win for 


them tho greatest victory against 
the greatest natural 
fortifications 


the world ever has known. 


The Italians, too may send forces 


into Greece or Servia to aid in re- 
pelling the present drive toward 
Constantinople. Should the forces 


,,1 Italy enter that campaign it It 
conceded that the drive could be 
checked. 
WHEAT AlOIt 
IJT FIELD. 


Italy can throw more trained men 


into cither field than can Franco or 
England and she has a groat fleet of 
warships and submarines to back 
up her land llcot. She also-has a great* 
or supply of big guns and ammu- 
nition than either of her two big al- 
lies. Italy was prepared. She knew 
that some day she would have to 
protect her standing in Europe. She 
realized that, with the great nations 
struggling for commercial suprem- 
acy that peace could not last al- 
ways. Her natural foe to the north . 
was gaining in financial prosperity^ 
That meant that, .some day Austria 
might seek more territory so Italy 
kept its ammunition plants busy 
night and day and stored up ammu- , 
nltion needed to defend herself., 


When tho call to arms cam« 


Italy's troops were mobilized with 
all that speed and thoroughness that 
so splendidly characterized the Ger- 
man army when it received its-first 
call. 


One word from the government 


and the entire army was gathered 
and ready to proceed to tho front. 
The troops hart their own equipment 
from the days of their former serv- 
ice and In a few hours after the call 
reported at their military barracks. 


When the German call to arms 


came tho men reported with the same 
speed to their barracks. They found 
everything in readiness for them. 
'Bach man had his own locker in the 
barracks and in it everything was 
awaiting, even to the uniform made 
to liis exact measurement. He found 
his gun carefully oiled and his can- 
teen filled with fresh water. From 
the day he left the service until he 
returned that canteen had been nmp'- 
tied and filled with fresh water daily 
and once a week his gun had been 
oiled. 
On the floor of his locker -was a 


piece of oiled paper with a bit of 
string beneath it, so arranged that 
he placed the civilian clothes in this 
paper and then secured the string. 
The government even arranged that 
in the case of the soldier's death his 
clothing be sent to his family while 
in the event lie survived his gar- 
ments would be awaiting him on 
his return from battle. 


This is an illustration of the ex« 


ccllent preparedness of Germany 
which won the admiration of the en- 
tire world when that nation sent its 
troops toward Paris even before oth- 
er nations could prepare themselves 
for the combat. 
The allies, it is generally conced- 


ed, have lost their flgnting_,strength. 
England is struggling in vain to put 
a large army in the field and both it 
and France are laboring under tbo 
difficulty of being short of ammuni- 
tion. However, Italy is supplied with 
botb and before the war ends, it is 
conceded, will have a decided voice 
and arm* in settling the situation.
